A ORY FOR MORE MONEY.*+ 
Wehaye now to deal with the third chupter 
of Mr Feucrheerd’s pamphlet ‘A Cry forMore 
Money,’ and it is in thie part that the most 
important consideration of this all import- 
ant question, .viz. the remedy, is discussed. 
Mr Feuerheerd commences _this chapter by 
boldly asserting that the British Empire 
being not only the ‘largest trading nation, 
bnt the colonies and the mother country 
posaesaing abuut half the silver in the world, 
she neod not consult other nations as to the’ 
regulation of hor monctary atrangemente, 
That is his doliberate conviction, and he 
gees no reason why Britons should not be- 
coins’ the world’s coiners any moro’ than 
they should become the world’s. carriers, 
Other values. are. determined. in London, 
and he opines: if Britain adopts the double 
standard, so it will be in the case of 
silvor. If foreigners wished to pay Britons 


in silver so much the better, there coifid} 


not be a safer remittance; if they wanted 
sovorcigns for their silyer, let them have 
them by sll meana ; it would be quite suffi- 
cient for Britain to have her own legal 
silver standard coin in tho back as repre- 
sonting .notes,- cheques, dc, . Mr. Feugr- 
heerd ubhenitatingly. afirins that this would 
only take place for short periods, as any 


es appreciation uf gold would not, -he.thinks, 


be of 5 lasting nature when once .the 
standard bad been fixed by the, largest 
trading nation in the world. Before un- 
folding his viows as to what stepY should 
be taken to: effect tho rehabilitation of 
silyer, Mr Foucrhccrd-- makes 'a--caustic 
attack. on the officials and politicians 
who have from’ indifference allowed 
this question .to. remain. unsolyed for 
ten years, thus causing British trade and 
shipping to. go to. the dogs, and misery 
to thousands of people, and all this, ho says, 
bocause. fifty Government‘ vfficials do ‘not 
see. their. way clear!- Mr Fouerheord noxt 
qootes the proposals of Mr Ernest: Seyd, 
which. were rote in 1879, when silverstood 
ot 40d. Ho proposod that Great Britain 
should adopt the proportion of 16} ozs silver 
ta 1-oz gold ;-and that only one new silver 
pieca should be coined, that ia a full value 
4s piece.or Britieh dollar, ali other British 
coin remaining as at prisent.
